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K-State looks to hand Stoops first loss ever in Manhattan

With a victory against 
K-State this Saturday, Oklaho- 
ma head coach Bob Stoops 
would become the winnin- 
gest in the Sooners' storied 
program. It would be win No. 
158, and with it Stoops would 
pass Barry Switzer, an Oklaho- 
ma legend. Ironically enough, 
Stoops spent his first year as 
a full-time coach with K-State. 
From 1989 to 1995, Stoops 
served as defensive backs 
coach and later as co-defensive 
coordinator under head coach 
Bill Snyder. 

Hie Sooners have amassed 
a pretty impressive season to 
date. At 8-2, their only losses 
came at the hands of Baylor, 
when the undefeated Bears 
beat them 41-12, and the Texas 
Longhorns back in Week 6, 
36-20. The Wildcats fell to the 
Longhorns in their conference 
opener as well. 

Stoops downgraded the 
importance of this weekend's 
game. 

"Winning there would be 
great for our season and this 
season for all of those reasons," 
Stoops said to Tulsa's Channel 
8 news respondent John Laws. 
"Outside of that, Coach Snyder 
and I aren't going to play. We 
have got teams and staff and 
a bunch of people working 
with us and it will be one team 
against the other." 

Historically, the Sooners 
have the edge. Stoops possess- 
es a 7-2 record in matchups 
with the Wildcats, including 
4-0 in Manhattan. Hie K-State 
defense, who seem to have 
finally overcome the jitters in 
these past four weeks, need to 
step their game up against the 
rush. Last week against TCU, 
the Wildcats held the Horned 
Frogs to 111 rushing yards 
while the Sooners put up huge 
numbers against Iowa State. 
On just 44 attempts, Oklahoma 
tallied an incredible 405 yards 
and four touchdowns on the 
ground. At one point during 
the second half, the Sooners 
had three snaps account for 
204 yards. 

"They have three tremen- 
dous running backs and you 
have to add the quarterback to 
that," Snyder said at his weekly 
press conference. "They are all 
very fine athletes. The defining 
factor in addition to that is they 
have five returning offensive 
line starters that are all big, 
physical, athletic guys. They 
do a nice job up front to make 
some of those things happen." 

However, putting up those 
kinds of numbers is going to be 
difficult. In their last six games, 
the Wildcats have held their 
opponents to less than 125 net 
rushing yards. This includes 
the filthy four-running back 
nuclear arsenal of the Baylor 
Bears. Baylor ran 57 times for 
340 yards and five touchdowns 
in its game last week against 
Texas Tech. K-State held the 
Bears to 145 yards on 37 at- 
tempts. 

An area of concern for 
Oklahoma: starting quarter- 
back Blake Bell left last week's 
contest in the second quar-

ter with an injury and will 
not play Saturday. However, 
backup Trevor Knight stepped 
in and stepped up against the 
Cyclones. Knight filled Bell's 
shoes fully, completing 8-of- 
14 pass attempts for 61 yards 
and a staggering 123 yards on 
the ground, including a touch- 
down, on just 10 carries. 

With Knight illustrating that 



he is more than capable, and a 
third quarterback who is wait- 
ing anxiously for his time on 
the field, K-State could see a 
two-quarterback attack on Sat- 
urday. 

"Hie good thing is you can 
only get one on the field at a 
time," Snyder said. "I say that 
with reservation that you could 
potentially see two. We have 



always known Bell to be a guy 
that can run the football. They 
put in the youngster last week, 
and he ran the football so 
very well. He had one of those 
long-yardage plays for a touch- 
down. Hiey are all good." 

Another piece to the puzzle? 
Oklahoma's special teams. 
Senior wide receiver Jalen 
Saunders was named Big 12's 



Co-Special Teams Player of the 
Week last Monday alongside 
K-State kicker Jack Cantele. 
With Iowa State leading 10-3 in 
the second quarter, Saunders 
outmaneuvered Cyclone de- 
fenders into the end zone on a 
91 -yard punt return. After that 
score, the Sooners went on to 
score 38 straight, destroying 
the Cyclones' hope of snapping 
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a 15-game losing streak to the 
Sooners. 

Hie game this weekend will 
be a strong component of bowl 
placement. With Texas Tech 
and K-State nipping at each 
other's heels, and Oklahoma 
struggling to maintain their 
position, wins and losses this 
weekend could weigh heavily 
on this year's bowl season.

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Sooners bring strong rushing attack to Little Apple

Dominance is nothing new to 
the Oklahoma Sooners. They have 
been winning conference champi- 
onships since the early days of the 
program, their first coming in 19 f 5 
as a member of the now-dissolved 
Southwest Conference. Since then, 
they have spent the last 75 years 
dominating the Big 6, 7, 8, and now 
the Big 12, with 41 of their 44 con- 
ference championships in that span, 
including last year's shared title with 
K-State. 

The Sooners are led by Bob 
Stoops, who is just one win away 
from becoming the all-time winnin- 
gest coach in Oklahoma history. Sit- 
ting at 157 wins, there's no doubt he'd 
love to capture number 158 against 
his former mentor Bill Snyder in 
Manhattan. 

The Sooners strength is in their 
running game and defense. Think 
Stoops learned something from 



Snyder? 

The Sooners rank second in rush- 
ing offense in the Big 12 and 17th na- 
tionally with 236.4 yards per game, 
which is good for them, because 
their passing offense is ahead of only 
Kansas in the conference rankings, 
putting up 187.6 yards per game. 

Their running game is a multi- 
pronged attack, led primarily by 
senior running backs Brennan Clay 
and Damien Williams. 

Clay, a top recruit out of high 
school, is having his best season as 
a Sooner, with 643 yards on 103 at- 
tempts for an impressive 6.2 yards 
per carry and four touchdowns. 

Clay's battery mate Williams is 
second on the team with 553 yards 
this season and seven touchdowns. 
While not as gaudy as Clay's mark, 
William has averaged 4.9 yards per 
rush, a solid number. However, Wil- 
liams will not play Saturday. 

Senior Roy Finch, who came in 
along with Clay as a highly touted 
recruit, has seen action in all 10 



games, but has half the carries of his 
two running mates. Nonetheless, he 
has capitalized on his opportunities, 
averaging 6.3 yards per carry for 326 
yards this season. 

As for the quarterback situation, 
starter Blake Bell was injured last 
week and will not play, opening the 
door for backup Trevor Knight. Al- 
though Knight has been ineffective 
of late, like Bell, he can be a threat 
on the ground. Knight is fourth on 
the team with 309 yards rushing, 
while Bell has 255 and is a force in 
short-yardage situations. 

Stopping this running game has 
been a common thread for teams 
that want to hang with the Sooners. 
Their two losses on the season pro- 
duced their two lowest totals for 
rushing yards: 131 against Texas and 
just 87 against Baylor. Another im- 
portant factor in those losses is that 
both came away from home. 

At home this season, Oklahoma is 
averaging 283.3 yards per game, but 
the number is just over 166 when 



playing games in cities not named 
Norman, Okla. If they want to win, 
they will need to find a way to get 
their running game going in the face 
of a hostile crowd in search of a big 
win before heading home for some 
turkey. 

Maybe the biggest reason Oklaho- 
ma has been able to run their way to 
victories is their defense. The Soon- 
ers are 13th in the nation in total de- 
fense and especially stingy against 
the pass, allowing just 182.8 yards 
per game through the air, placing 
them 10th in the nation. 

While they have dealt with some 
unfortunate injuries this year, espe- 
cially to linebacker Corey Nelson, 
they have shown surprising depth, 
shown by Dominique Alexander, 
Nelson's replacement. The freshman 
has racked up 52 tackles in his five 
starts since Nelson's injury, serving 
an important role next to team tack- 
les leader Frank Shannon in the line- 
backer corps. 

Oklahoma uses their defense 



to shut down opposing offenses, 
taking leads into the locker room at 
halftime and relying on the running 
game to seal wins. 

The Sooners have only been 
behind twice at end of the first half 
all season, and both of those games 
ended in a loss for Oklahoma. 

Early offense has been hard to 
come by for Oklahoma. The Soon- 
ers are being outscored 52-33 this 
season in the first quarter, and have 
not put any points on the board 
in the first frame in their last four 
games. Reversely, they have domi- 
nated the second quarter, outscor- 
ing opponents 1 1 1-50. To beat Okla- 
homa, K-State must not only grab an 
early lead, but hold on to that lead in 
the second quarter, which is a huge 
challenge. 

Oklahoma has lost just two games 
this season: away games to very 
good teams who stopped their run- 
ning game. If they find a way to get 
their running game going early, then 
they are a very hard team to stop. 
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K-State has not beaten the Oklahoma Sooners in Manhattan 
in 17 years. However, this should be the year that the streak 
is snapped. Hie Sooners are clearly not the same team that 
they've been in previous years where they have been recog- 
nized as the top team in the Big 12. On the other end of the 
spectrum, the Wildcats have won four straight games behind 
an offense that appears to get better every week. In the Sooners 
two losses this season, they've allowed teams to torch them on 
the ground. Hiis gives the advantage to K-State. Guys like Daniel 
Sams and John Hubert could be a nightmare for this struggling 
Sooner defense. 



If Trevor Knight is named the starter, that has to give 
K-State the advantage. Bill Snyder Family Stadium is not an 
easy place to play, and for an inexperienced guy like Knight, 
the atmosphere may be too much. The only Big 12 games 
that Knight has played significant time in were Iowa State 
and West Virginia, two teams who won't be playing in bowl 
games. Stoops tried to use Knight against Baylor but he 
couldn't get much going against the Bears. If we are ranking 
the running abilities of these quarterbacks, Sams has proven 
to be more lethal. Sams torched Baylor's defense, running for 
199 yards. If that Sooner defense can't find a way to neutral- 
ize the talented sophomore, he could have a career day. 



The Sooners possess a stable of talented running backs, 
but that stable just lost one of its top horses for this game. 
With the news that Damien Williams will not play on Satur- 
day, Oklahoma loses some of their versatility in the running 
game. Tnis should benefit the K-State defense. Last season, 
K-State became the first ranked team in the Stoops era to 
win in Norman. With guys like Hubert, Mueller and Walker 
back who know what it feels like to beat the Sooners, con- 
fidence will be high. In the last 10 years, K-State has beaten 
the Sooners twice. In both of those games, Oklahoma was 
held to under 20 points. If K-State's young defense can limit 
the Sooners, K-State should walk away with a victory. 



The Sooner defense may be young, but it is a bright spot 
for Oklahoma this season. It's been crippled with injuries, but 
young talent has stepped up in the place of veteran leaders. 
Freshman linebacker Dominique Alexander is second on 
the team for tackles with 62. Sophomore linebacker Frank 
Shannon leads the team with 76. After defensive coordinator 
Mike Stoops essentially eliminated the linebacker position last 
season, it's nice to see the position being brought back to rele- 
vance. It all falls on the Sooner offense to win this game, though. 
Coach Bob Stoops will not announce who will start before the 
game, but I expect Trevor Knight to reclaim his starting posi- 
tion. If he can effectively run the read-option, establish a hint 
of a passing game and open up things on the ground, Kansas 
State will be in trouble. OU's defense played lights out against 
Baylor, but couldn't keep it going because it was on the field far 
too much. Daniel Sams and Jake Waters struggled during the 
beginning of the season trying to find their roles in the Wildcat 
offense. If the Oklahoma defense gets the support it needs from 
the offense, Oklahoma should walk away with the win. 



Trevor Knight is unproven, but Bell has proved himself to 
be unreliable. Hie offense that co-offensive coordinator Josh 
Heupel tries to run with Bell under center is the poor man's 
version of what he ran with Sam Bradford and Landry Jones. 
With Knight, OU runs the read-option — what they practiced 
all summer. He's grown since the beginning of the season, just 
as any player would. Kendal Thompson is another option — 
one who seems to have a vertical passing attack. But playing 
Thompson in his first start this late in the season seems like the 
coaches would be throwing him to the wolves, no matter how 
big his upside is. 



That theory works well, but you forget that OU has three 
other capable running backs on the roster. Seniors Brennan 
Clay and Roy Finch are more than capable of carrying the 
weight of the run game. Throw in freshman Keith Ford, and 
Oklahoma won't even notice that Damien Williams isn't on the 
field. Hie last time Oklahoma went on the road without Wil- 
liams, Clay rushed for 157 yards. The Sooners just had their first 
game with over 400 rush yards in the Stoops era. Kansas State 
allowed over 200 yards on the ground against North Dakota 
State earlier this season. It may have improved over time, but 
with the momentum already coming in on the ground game, 
the Kansas State defense is about to crumble.

Freshman quarterback 
Trevor Knight has been the up 
and down promise of the Okla- 
homa Sooners so far this year. 
Hie opening day starter for the 
team, Knight's stint as the start- 
er lasted just two games before 
junior quarterback Blake Bell 
took over and threw for over 
400 yards against Tulsa. 

However, Bell was knocked 
out of last week's matchup 
against the Iowa State Cy- 
clones, and Knight came in and 
impressed with a 93.7 quarter- 
back rating and a touchdown 
on the ground. The freshman 
has already seen action this 
year, so the big stage shouldn't 
overwhelm him, but that 
doesn't mean he'll be comfort- 
able in front of 52,000-plus for 
his first road start as an Okla- 
homa quarterback. 

K-State junior quarterback 
lake Waters, on the other hand, 
had to overcome some early 
season woes to find his footing 
at quarterback. However, since 
Oct. 12's loss against the Baylor 
Bears, Waters has thrown for 
654 yards and six touchdowns, 
while rushing for two more 
on the ground in four-straight 
Wildcat victories. 

Verdict: Barring the chance 
that Knight struggles and Bell 
is cleared and able to man the 
offense, Waters has the signifi- 
cant edge both through the air 
and on the ground, including 
the momentum to carry both 
throughout Saturday's contest. 

RB Brennan Clay vs. 
RB John Hubert 

Running back Brennan Clay 
began his senior campaign 
this year in full force for Bob 
Stoop's ball club. He was get- 
ting the grunt of the rushing 
attack, tallying over 75 yards 
three times in Oklahoma's first 
five games, including a 170- 
yard season best against West 
Virginia on Sept. 7. 



However, since Oct. 5 Clay 
has been in the background 
behind senior back Damien 
Williams. Clay will get his 
chance Saturday, though, as 
Oklahoma announced this 
week that Williams will be sus- 
pended for the K-State game. 

With Knight reportedly the 
starter for Oklahoma when 
they take the field at Bill Snyder 
Family Stadium, expect Clay to 
get a nice workload at running 
back to aid the freshman quar- 
terback's decision making. 

K-State senior running 
back John Hubert was cruis- 



ing through Big 12 play after 
getting off to a shaky start this 
year. However, last Saturday 
the TCU Horned Frogs packed 
the box to stop the K-State 
ground game and were suc- 
cessful as Hubert only gained 
25 yards on the ground. 

Unfortunately for Hubert, 
Oklahoma will likely do much 
of the same, especially with 
the threat quarterbacks Daniel 
Sams and Jake Waters bring 
with their feet. I don't expect 
Hubert to be as quiet as he was 
last year, especially if K-State 
can open up the Oklaho- 



ma Sooners secondary, but 
Hubert may have a tough time 
rushing past seven or eight de- 
fenders inside the box. 

Verdict: Hubert has been 
the more consistent rusher 
this year, but the Sooners 
won't want to see him get 
going on the ground. Hie edge 
has to go to Clay, who will have 
to lead the Oklahoma rushing 
attack with a lot of carries due 
to Williams' suspension.

Quentin Hayes has been a 
stat sniffer for Oklahoma this 
year. 58 tackles, four for loss, a 
sack, an interception, and two 
forced fumbles highlight an 
impressive year for the junior, 
and certainly compliments 
Oklahoma's 8-2 record. If the 
Sooners try to pack the box 
like TCU did last week, expect 
K-State to look to throw the 
ball, which will give Hayes a 
chance to showcase his tal- 
ents. 

lunior Randall Evans, too, 
has been at the forefront of 
this resurgent K-State defense.

Like Hayes, Evans has filled 
the stat column, notching 54 
tackles, two for loss, a sack, an 
interception and seven batted 
passes. Expect another solid 
performance from Evans, who 
started in last year's Wildcat 
victory in Norman. 

Verdict: Too close to call. 
Their stats are nearly identi- 
cal, and where one player has 
the edge, the other has one 
elsewhere. Both are having 
fantastic seasons and have the 
experience to make an impact 
on Saturday, and I wouldn't be 
surprised if both do.

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Loss to Oklahoma would likely 
send K- State to Texas Bowl 




With a win over the TCU 
Horned Frogs, the K-State 
Wildcats became bowl eligible 
for the fourth straight season. 
After a 2-4 start, it's nice for fans 
to worry about their travel plans 
rather than if the Wildcats will 
play in a bowl at all. 

With a loss on Saturday to 
No. 20 Oklahoma, all indications 
are that K-State will head to the 
Texas Bowl. The Texas Bowl is 
scheduled for Dec. 27 in Hous- 
ton, Texas. 

The Texas Bowl gets the fifth 
selection from both the Big 12 
and Big 10. Bowls are not bound 
by conference standings, and 
are allowed to pick whichever 
team fits their bowl the best. 
With a loss, K-State will finish 
fifth in the Big 1 2. With all four- 
schools ahead of K-State having 
prestigious programs, they will 
be taken by bowls that have an 
earlier selection than the Texas 



Bowl. 

ESPN projects the No. 25 
Minnesota Golden Gophers 
to be the other participant in 
the Texas Bowl. Minnesota has 
had a very good season, and 
they currently sit at 8-2. They 
have two very tough games left 
against ranked teams. 

Minnesota's head coach, 
Jerry Kill, a Cheney, Kan. native, 
has had his own off-the-field 
problems this year. He suffers 
from epilepsy, which has caused 
him to miss games and coach 
from the press box. Kill has done 
a great job of keeping his team 
together through his personal 
struggles He said he will not 
return to the sideline this season 
because his team has taken off 
with him in the press box 

K-State could still face anoth- 
er team, of course. The Nebraska 
Cornhuskers and Michigan 
Wolverines are the other teams 
mat have the best shot at playing 
in Houston. 

Michigan is a turnover prone 
team, but still can put a lot of 
points on the board. They have 
struggled in recent weeks with 
their offense, scoring just 46 
points in their last three games. 

Nebraska is a good team 
that is very young. They have un- 



dergone a quarterback change 
this year. Senior Taylor Martinez 
is injured and out for the year, 
leaving the reigns to freshman 
Tommy Armstrong Jr. Having a 
freshman at quarterback leads 
to a streaky offense. This would 
be an exceptionally fun game 
as two former Big 12 rival teams 
would clash. 

No matter who K-State plays, 
it should be an even match-up. 
That's the beauty of bowl season. 
National exposure and extra 
practice time are the biggest in- 
centive when it comes to bowls. 
Playing a prestigious team 
would be great for the Wildcats, 
as it could mean higher TV 
ratings for the game. 

K-State has played in the 
Texas Bowl before. In 2006, the 
Wildcats faced the Rutgers Scar- 
let Knights and lost 37-10. That 
game was a part of the five-game 
bowl losing streak that K-State 
currently finds itself in. The last 
time they won a bowl game was 
in 2002 against Arizona State in 
the Holiday Bowl. Hie Wildcats 
will look to end that streak in the 
Texas Bowl this winter.

Win over Oklahoma could 
propel Wildcats back to Arizona

The K-State Wildcats have 
played in a top Big 12 bowl 
each of the past two seasons. 
Last season, the Wildcats 
found themselves in the 
Fiesta Bowl after capturing 
the Big 12 title and the year 
before that, K-State played in 
the Cotton Bowl after a 10-2 
season. These are recognized 
as the top two bowls that 
have Big 12 tie-ins. 

Hie Wildcats are now bowl 
eligible and even though both 
the Fiesta and Cotton bowls 
are off the table, the Wildcats 
could still play in a top four 
Big 12 bowl. 

With Baylor still in the 
hunt to play for a national 
title, the Wildcats could ben- 
efit from the Bears' success. 
If Baylor found themselves 
playing for a national title, the 
Big 12 would likely put two 
teams in the BCS. This would 



shift every other team up one 
bowl game. If the Wildcats 
can win their final two games, 
they could finish in the top 
four in the Big 12. 

At that point, possible 
destinations would be the 
Alamo Bowl, reserved for the 
third place team in the Big 12 
standings, or the Buffalo Wild 
Wings Bowl that is reserved 
for the team that finishes 
fourth. 

Both of those would be 
considered respectable 
bowl games for any team, 
especially one that started 
the season 2-4. In the Alamo 
Bowl, K-State would play the 
second place finisher in the 
Pac-12 standings, barring a 
trip to the BCS. Hie Wildcats 
could face anyone from the 
Oregon Ducks to the USC 
Trojans if they made it to San 
Antonio for the Alamo Bowl. 

K-State could return to 
Arizona if they were selected 
to play in the Buffalo Wild 
Wings Bowl, where they 
would face a top-five team 
from the Big 10. This could 
be one of the most intriguing 
match tips for K-State due 
to the possibility of playing 
formal conference rival Ne- 



braska. The Cornhuskers are 
currently in fifth place in the 
Big 10 and would be a very 
attractive suitor for the BWW 
Bowl. Hie last time these two 
teams met was in 2010 when 
Nebraska embarrassed the 
Wildcats on a Thursday night 
in Bill Snyder Family Stadi- 
um. I'm sure Snyder would 
appreciate another crack at 
a team that always gave him 
fits when he first started his 
career as head coach of the 
Wildcats. 

For the Wildcats to make it 
to the BWW or Alamo Bowl, 
they would have to win their 
final two regular season 
games against Oklahoma 
and Kansas. On top of that, 
they would need to root on 
the Baylor Bears and hope 
that Art Briles can get his 
team into the BCS National 
Championship Game. I'm 
predicting that the Wildcats 
will knock off the Oklahoma 
Sooners and the Kansas Jay- 
hawks, returning to Arizona 
for the Buffalo Wild Wings 
Bowl.

Make Oklahoma one-dimen- 
sional 

Through seven Big 12 games 
the K-State rushing defense is 
tops in the conference, allowing 
just 122.1 yards per contest. That 
said, the Sooners possess a potent 
rushing attack. OU is second in 
the Big 12, averaging over 235 
rushing yards per game at 5.5 
yards per carry in conference 
games, trailing only high-pow- 
ered Baylor. 

It's classic strength on strength, 
but with the Sooners' lack of a 
passing attack — OU is next to last 
in the Big 12 at 157 yards passing 
per game — the impetus is on the 
Wildcats to stymie their stable of 
running backs, as well the Soon- 
ers' mobile quarterbacks; Blake 
Bell and Trevor Knight. 

The Wildcats understand the 
challenge ahead, even with the 
absence of Sooner running back 
Damien Williams, who is out 
serving a suspension. 

"Offensively, they have a great 
offensive line that blocks great 
for their running backs, and their 
running backs run great," junior 
linebacker Jonathan Truman 
said. "They have two quarter- 
backs who both have the capa- 
bilities to make big plays. We just 
have to be prepared for that." 

With the forecast looking blus- 
tery for the 1 1 a.m. kickoff, Okla- 
homa's passing game could be 
even more hampered. Shutting 
down the run early could secure a 
lead, forcing the Sooners into ob- 
vious passing situations, forcing 
Bell and Knight out of their com- 
fort zone. The Sooners aren't built 
to come back, and with a touch- 
down-to-interception ration of 
just 1.1-to-l in Big 12 games, they 
could be ripe for the picking if 
forced to air it out. 

Remember what got you here 

After K-State's Oct. 12 loss to 
Baylor head coach Bill Snyder 
challenged his team. What were 
they going to be, a team that 
folded from the early adversity, or 
a team that took advantage of the 
chance to be the first Big 12 pro- 
gram to rebound from an 0-3 start 
and run the table? 

The answer, so far, has been 
profound. 

"We're not getting complacent," 
sophomore quarterback Daniel 
Sams said. "I can still see that we 
want to grow. Each week is a new 
opponent and a new approach. 
We have been doing our thing." 

In the time since, K-State has 
cleaned up the penalties, reversed 
the turnover margin, and found 
ran its two-quarterback system 
efficiently. With perennial power 
Oklahoma attempting a land rush 
on Manhattan, there should be no 
excuse for Wildcat complacency. 

Oklahoma 

Control the clock and get the 
momentum early 

There is no doubt that Bill 
Snyder Family Stadium will be at 
a frenzied pitch on Senior Day. 
The Sooners can hush the noise 



by pounding the ball and keeping 
it out of K-State's hands from the 
start. 

"I think it is going to be ex- 
tremely important to run the ball, 
control the clock and run it out to 
get first downs," said Oklahoma 
running back, and leading rusher, 
Brennan Clay. "Kansas State does 
a great job of running the ball, as 
well, so it's going to a battle up 
front from both sides of the ball." 

It's already been mentioned, 
but the Sooners running game 
will be paramount for them. In 
their five Big 12 wins Oklahoma 
has averaged nearly 280 rushing 
yards per game, including last 
week's 405-yard performance in a 
blowout win over Iowa State. 

But in their two conference 
losses, the Sooners rushed for 
just 130 and 87 yards against 
Texas and Baylor respectively. 
The Sooners will have to keep 
the chains moving, get the crowd 
out of the game, and wear down 
a K-State defense that's recently 
been depleted with injuries, in- 
cluding that of run-stopping All- 
Big 12 safety Ty Zimmerman. 

Render K-State special teams 
regular 

On what could be a day of dif- 
ficult sledding for both offenses 
due to wintry weather, field po- 
sition looks to be of upmost im- 
portance. It's no secret that the 
Wildcats possess two of the most 
dangerous return men in the 
game in Tyler Lockett and Tra- 



maine Thompson. 

Though both men were ham- 
pered and missed games earlier 
in the season, and the numbers 
aren't where they've usually been 
Lockett — who has 4 career return 
touchdowns — is still averaging 
over 23 yards a kick return in 
2013. Thompson does have a kick 



return touchdown this season to 
go along with his 25.7-yard aver- 
age on punt returns. 

Thompson returned a punt 
34 yards to set the Cats up at the 
TCU 44-yard line late in the game 
last week to help secure the Wild- 
cats' dramatic win. 

Jalen Saunders may provide a 



spark for the Sooners. The soph- 
omore is second in the Big 12 
among qualifying punt returners 
(13.2 ypr) including a 91-yard 
touchdown last week against 
Iowa State that helped earn him 
Co-Big 12 Special Teams Player 
of the Week honors with K-State 
kicker Jack Cantele. 



Heisman Watch: Winston still playing strong despite ongoing investigation

Winston connected on 19 of 
21 pass attempts for 277 yards 
against Syracuse to coast to a 
59-3 win.

just three very winnable games 

- Idaho, Florida and the ACC 
Championship game - from a 
BCS National Championship 
bid. Right now Duke leads the 
Coastal division with two road 
games to play, while Georgia 
Tech, Virginia Tech, North 
Carolina and Miami (FL) 

all sit with three conference 
losses. Hie Seminoles haven't 
played any of those teams, but 
considering they haven't won a 
game by less than 14-points all 
season — including a 37-point 
drubbing of then-No. 3 Clem- 
son — they don't pose a huge 
threat. Hitting the 13-0 mark 
almost guarantees Winston a 
plane ticket to New York for 
the Dec. 14 Heisman presen- 
tation. The rest depends on the 
remaining Heisman finalists 
and how the voters value sta- 
tistics, winning, and strength of 
schedule. 

2. Bryce Petty (QB, Baylor) 

- Petty won't have to worry 
about lacking the statistical 



"wow" factor. The Bears will 
continue to score from first 
to last whistle to climb up 
the BCS standings, currently 
behind undefeated Ohio State, 
Florida State and Alabama. The 
Bears need at least one, prob- 
ably two, of the teams ahead 
of them to lose to sneak in the 
BCS National Championship 
game. Hie good news for 
Petty is, he's been able to guide 
an untamed offense to new 
heights - averaging an NCAA 
best 61.2 points per game 
and 684.8 yards per game. Of 
those, Petty accounts for 346.6 
yards per game, sixth best in 
the NCAA. His latest outing 
included an early comeback 
turned into a 63-34 blowout 
of Texas Tech. After falling 
down 20-7 in the first quarter, 
Petty and the Bears took off. 
When it was over, Petty had 
thrown for 335 yards and 
three touchdowns, running for 
two more in the third quarter. 
Facing his biggest test as a Bear 
this weekend against No. 10 
Oklahoma State in Stillwater, 



Okla., Petty can really make a 
case to be on Jameis Winston's 
Heisman level. 

3. Johnny Manziel (QB, 
Texas ASM) - Apart of 
me still believes Mr. Johnny 
"Football" has an outside shot 
at repeating as the Heisman 
Trophy winner. It's a small part, 
but it's still there. He's aver- 
aging 392.4 yards per game, 
second best in the NCAA. He 
holds a 186.9 passer efficiency, 
third best in the NCAA, and 
he leads the NCAA in points 
responsible for with 234. How 
did Manziel steal the show 
last year to win the Heisman? 
Stacked stats early and a 
standout win late in the regular 
season - apparently he needed 



to play Alabama in November 
this year. With the loss to the 
Tide far behind the Aggies, 
and another loss to Auburn 
looking less damaging on Man- 
ziel's resume each week, the 
sophomore has two chances to 
defend his Heisman. Manziel's 
first chance comes Saturday 
against No. 22 LSU in Baton 
Rouge, La. The second and fi- 
nal opportunity for Manziel, as 
the Aggies are out of the race 
in the SEC West, is on the road 
against No. 8 Missouri. 

4. A.J. McCarron (QB, 
Alabama) - After an impres- 
sive showing against rival 
LSU, completing 70 percent of 
his passes for three touch- 
downs and no interceptions 



in a 21 -point win, McCarron 
followed it up with a less than 
stellar performance. Sure, No. 1 
Alabama beat Mississippi State 
20-7 to remain undefeated and 
keep their three-peat hopes 
alive. But McCarron looked 
more like a freshman than a 
Heisman candidate. McCarron 
completed 56 percent of his 
passes, throwing two touch- 
downs and also two intercep- 
tions. McCarron can erase 
the sloppy win with a tune-up 
game against Chattanooga 
Saturday to prepare for the 
biggest Iron Bowl since Cam 
Newton graced NCAA fields. 
Not to mention the Tide's reg- 
ular season finale against No. 6 
Auburn is on the road, with the 
winner advancing to the SEC 
Championship game.

The idea is simple for the Tigers. Win out, and they'll likely face 
Alabama in the SEC Championship Game. If they lose, South Car- 
olina will slip ahead as the leader in the SEC East. Hie Tigers will 
face two ranked teams to close the season with the first being the 
Rebels on Saturday.
